The  Oldest  Alliance 

Although  different  in  so  many  ways,  the  English  and  the  Portuguese 
have  much  in  common.  Both  were  great  seafaring  nations,  pioneering 
the  exploration  of  unknown  continents;  both  have  an  abiding  interest 
in  wine;  -  and  share  a  lively  sense  of  humour.  However,  this  year  we 
have  been  reminded  of  the  firm  and  formal  basis  on  which  our  long 
friendship  has  been  built. 

Six  hundred  years  ago,  on  9  May  1386,  ambassadors  representing  King 
Joao  I  of  Portugal  met  with  plenipotentiaries  of  King  Richard  II  and, 
in  the  Chapter  House  of  the  Chapel  Royal,  Windsor,  signed  a  treaty  which 
consolidated  a  special  relationship.  A  year  later.  King  Joao  married 
Philippa  of  Lancaster,  cousin  of  Richard  II  and  sister  of  his  successor, 
Henry  IV.  One  of  Philippa's  sons.  Prince  Henry  "the  Navigator",  inspired 
European  maritime  expansion.  Trading  relations  between  Portugal  and 
England  flourished  and  both  nations  developed  into  major  seafaring  powers. 

In  the  17th  century,  the  alliance  was  reinforced  by  the  marriage  of 
Catharine  of  Braganza  to  King  Charles  II. 

Wine  was  traded  from  the  earliest  days  but  it  was  the  Methuen  Treaty  of 
1703,  introducing  preferential  duties,  which  really  opened  up  the  British 
market . 

It  is  interesting  and  appropriate  to  note  that  wine  from  Portugal  was  sold 
by  James  Christie  in  his  very  first  auction  in  December  1766,  and  both 
Port  and  Madeira  have  featured  regularly  in  Christie’s  catalogues  ever  since. 

This  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  events  to  celebrate  the  600th 
anniversary  of  the  Treaty  of  Windsor,  but  I  particularly  welcome  this  unique 
and  timely  tribute  to  the  fine  wines  of  Portugal.

The  Portuguese  Ambassador  has,  in  his  prefatory  letter  opposite ,  briefly 
explained  the  origins  of  the  old  alliance  and  the  very  special  relationship 
between  our  two  countries  which  were  cemented  six  hundred  years  ago. 

The  trade  in  wines  began  earlier  than  this,  first  of  all  with  rather  ordinary 
and  probably  thin  wines  from  the  north  of  Portugal,  “vinho  verde”  or  green 
wines,  a  style  once  more  popular  and,  incidentally,  from  the  same  area 
between  the  Douro  and  Viana  de  Castello  which  preceded  Oporto  as  the 
main  shipping  port.  In  the  middle  ages  wool  was  the  principal  article 
exchanged  for  wine,  and  at  some  later  date  an  extraordinary  three-cornered 
trade  developed  between  the  north  of  Portugal ,  Newfoundland  and  England ; 
wine  and  wool,  of  course,  but  what  from  Newfoundland?  Cod.  To  this  day 
“bacalhau”  or  dried  cod  is  one  of  the  favourite  Portuguese  delicacies. 
Enterprising  families  like  the  Newman’s  of  Hunt  Roope  (see  page  61)  were 
typical  of  the  west  country  wine  merchant  venturers  whose  enterprise,  and 
capital,  consolidated  by  trade  the  important  links  between  England  and 
Portugal. 

This  sale,  this  catalogue,  is  our  own  tribute  to  the  wines  of  Portugal.  We 
have,  with  the  help  of  producers,  merchants  and  private  collectors, 
assembled  what  we  believe  to  be  the  widest  range  of  shippers/quintas  and 
vintages  ever  offered  for  sale,  probably  the  best  selection  of  old  vintage  and 
solera  madeiras,  and  certainly  the  best  collection  of  fine  mature  red  wines, 
many  of  which  have  never  before  been  seen  in  this  country. 

In  addition  to  the  encouragement  and  support  of  His  Excellency  the 
Portuguese  Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St.  James’s,  I  should  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Jorge  Diaz  of  Atkinson  Baldwin  and  the  Portuguese  Government  Trade 
Office,  in  particular  Mr.  Joao  Henriques  for  his  help  in  assembling  many  of 
these  wines.

I  hi*  Palace  Motel,  Bussaco 


BUSSACO 

To  find  the  only  first-class  hotel  with  its  very  own  vines,  visit  Bussaco.  The 
Palace  Hotel  at  Bussaco  is  not  only  spectacular  in  its  own  right  but  is  perched  high  on 
the  side  of  a  magnificent  wooded  hillside  just  below  the  ridge  where  Wellington  and 
his  Portuguese  allies  routed  the  French  in  the  Peninsular  Campaign  of  the 
Napoleonic  wars.  It  has  magnificent  views  over  the  plains  to  the  west,  and  the 
Atlantic  coast.  Hugh  Johnson  describes  the  forest  of  Bussaco  as  the  greatest  in 
Europe,  with  species  of  trees  imported  centuries  ago  from  exotic  parts  of  the  world, 
some  now  seen  nowhere  else.  The  hotel  is  a  fantastic  edifice  built  in  the  Portuguese 
rococo  “Manueline”  style  as  a  hotel-cum-hunting  lodge  by  King  Carlos.  It  opened  in 
1909,  a  year  after  his  assassination.  It  is  very  Portuguese,  a  trifle  bizarre,  but,  for  the 
incurably  romantic,  a  must. 

The  grapes  are  grown  further  down  the  slopes,  and  the  wine  matured  and 
bottled  by  hand  in  the  cellars  beneath  the  hotel.  It  is  kept  solely  for  the  restaurant  of 
the  hotel,  and  of  others  controlled  by  the  d’Almeida  family.  “Off  sales”  are  not 
permitted.

This  old  established  company  was  initially  involved  with  the  African  markets,  particularly  and 
somewhat  significantly  with  the  sophisticated  French-speaking  colonies.  In  the  mid  1940s  they 
invested  heavily  and  built  what  were  at  the  time  the  largest  commercial  wine  cellars  in  Portugal.  In 
the  early  1970s,  following  the  collapse  of  the  African  colonies,  they  concentrated  on  quality  wines 
for  the  European  market  and  purchased  important  properties  in  classic  wine  areas:  the  Quinta  da 
Folgorosa  in  Torres  Vedras  (Estramadura),  Quinta  do  Serrado  in  the  Dao,  the  firm  of  Tavares  e 
Rodrigues  in  Colares.  and  Fonte  Seca  of  Barroso  (in  the  Douro). 

The  old  C.  R.  &  F.  reds  are  rightly  considered  prestigious.  The  1933,  the  oldest  red  wine  in  this 
sale,  comes  from  their  private  reserve  cellars.

The  firm  of  A.  Henriques  produces  wines  from  their  Quinta  da  Gandara  in  the  Dao  district  and 
from  the  Barraida,  to  the  south,  in  each  case  from  old  classic  grape  varieties.  The  'clarete'  indicating 
a  lighter  Bordeaux  style  of  red  is  of  a  particularly  rare  and  interesting  vintage,  1944.  The  1962,  24 
years  of  age,  can  be  considered  approaching  its  best  —  an  indication  of  the  longevity  and 
development  of  the  finer  and  little-known  Portuguese  reds.

Reguengos  de  Monsaraz  has  a  reasonable  claim  to  be  one  of  the  oldest  of  all  quality  wine  producing 
areas  in  Portugal.  Traditionally  the  vinification  was  in  amphoras  of  small  capacity  but  with  big 
surface  air  contact  which  enabled  the  fermentation  to  be  carried  out  at  a  low  temperature,  improving 
the  quality  of  the  wine.

PORT 

The  wine  bought  and  shipped  to  England  by  enterprising  British  merchant- 
venturers  from  the  middle  ages  until  some  time  around  the  beginning  of  the  18th 
century  was  not  the  sweet  fortified  wine  we  drink  today.  The  antecedents  of  the 
very  old  established  firms  such  as  Taylor  and  Warre  handled  the  rather  rough 
and  ready  red  wine  of  the  north  of  Portugal,  shipping  it  from  Viana  de  Castello, 
up  the  coast  from  Oporto.  To  make  the  wine  palatable  and  stable,  brandy  was 
added,  but  exactly  when  this  practice  began  is  a  little  uncertain.  What  is  certain 
is  that  the  Methuen  treaty  of  1703  opened  up  the  British  market  to  a  flood  of 
port  wine,  the  trade  in  which  was,  by  the  18th  century,  firmly  based  in  Oporto 
near  the  mouth  of  the  river  Douro,  with  the  maturing  'lodges’  on  the  other  bank 
in  Vila  Nova  de  Gaia. 

The  grapes  were  grown  and  the  wine  was  made  —  and,  of  course,  still  is  —  in 
the  steep-sided  valleys  higher  up  the  river  Douro  and  its  tributaries,  then  a  long 
and  hazardous  journey,  particularly  by  boat,  and  still  a  few  hours  exhausting 
drive.  This  is  where  the  famous  quintas  or  wine  farms  are  situated.  The  trade 
was  very  much  the  creation  of  ex-patriot  English  and  Scottish  entrepreneurs  and 
their  wine  merchant  counterparts  in  the  British  Isles.  The  scale  of  the  business 
was  enormous  from  the  early  18th  century  right  through  to  the  end  of  the  1920s. 
The  slump  of  the  1930s  and  the  aftermath  of  World  War  II  almost  brought  the 
port  trade  to  its  knees,  and  it  was  only  in  the  1960s  that  recovery  gradually  took 
place. 

Up  to  the  1930s  port  well  merited  the  description  ‘the  Englishman’s  wine’  but  it 
was  with  a  considerable  shock  that  the  English  learned  that  post-war  exports  to 
France  had  overtaken,  in  volume  if  not  in  quality,  the  wine  shipped  to  the 
United  Kingdom. 

To  this  day  we  fondly  imagine  that  the  port  trade  is  virtually  the  exclusive 
domaine  of  British  owned  (but  Portuguese  based)  firms.  This  is  because  of  the 
long  historical  association  of  the  traditional  houses  such  as  Cockburn,  Croft, 
Dow,  Graham,  Sandeman,  Taylor  and  Warre,  with  their  equally  long  association 
with  agents  and  merchants  —  and  their  rather  dyed-in-the-wool  customers  —  in 
the  British  Isles.  Indeed,  it  is  rather  remarkable  how  so  many  old-established 
firms  have  survived  the  buffetings  of  wars,  social  changes  and  the  economy. 

But  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  Portuguese  themselves  control  a  very  much 
bigger  proportion  of  the  business  than  we,  here,  realise.  Some  of  the  firms  and 
families,  such  as  Ferreira,  have  been  in  the  trade,  producing  and  marketing, 
almost  as  long  as  the  British,  and  for  sheer  volume,  the  amount  of  port 
produced  by  Portuguese-owned  companies  is  prodigious  —  much  of  high  quality. 

Partly  because  this  is  a  sale  to  celebrate  'the  oldest  alliance’,  partly  to  give  our 
Portuguese  friends  and  their  firms  a  fair  crack  of  the  whip,  we  have  for  the  first 
time  a  remarkably  full  representation  of  well-established  Portuguese-owned  port 
houses  which  deserve  a  showing.  Distinguished  companies  scarcely  known  to 
port  lovers  in  England  such  as  Barros  and  Calem,  very  large  firms  like  the 
Royal  Oporto  and  smaller  ones  like  Niepoort.  Ferreira  is  known  here  but,  with 
respect,  not  well  enough;  indeed  almost  the  only  Portuguese-owned  company, 
which  used  to  be  called  A.  J.  da  Silva  but  now  trades  under  the  name  of  its 
famous  Quinta  do  Noval,  achieved  its  current  eminence  partly  of  course  due  to 
the  quality  of  its  wine  but  also  due  to  its  long-time  representation  by  a 
distinguished  London  agent.

CALEM 


A  Portuguese  firm  founded,  as  were  their  immediate  predecessors,  Kopke,  and 
the  van  Zellers,  by  a  family  of  German  origin.  They  congregated  in  the  Rue  de 
Reboletra  —  as  opposed  to  their  English  competitors  in  the  Rua  Nuova,  the 
street  in  which  the  latter  built  their  Factory  House.  The  original  firm  was 
founded  in  1730  by  Mr.  H.  Burmester  and  an  Englishman  called  John  Nash  and 
traded  as  Burmester,  Nash  &  Co.  In  1789  the  partnership  was  dissolved  and  Mr. 
Burmester  re-started  on  his  own,  an  office  being  kept  in  London  until  1857. 

Only  Burmester  and  Antonio  Jose  da  Silva,  of  Noval,  had  the  courage  of  their 
convictions  and  shipped  the  1931  as  a  vintage.  Burmester  ’31  is  infinitely  rarer 
than  Quinta  do  Noval  of  the  same  great  vintage,  though  the  latter  has  the  more 
renowned  reputation.  The  1927,  also  rare,  is  doubtless  excellent.  Burmester  was 
also  one  of  only  three  shippers  to  declare  the  ’54,  another  good  vintage.

FERREIRA 

A.  A.  Ferreira,  Succrs.,  also  known  as  Casa  Ferreirinha,  is  the  biggest  of  the 
Portuguese  firms.  The  family  is  old  and  distinguished,  being  major  vineyard 
owners  in  the  Douro  for  many  generations.  Manuel  Ferreira  was  the  first  to 
start  off  the  firm’s  commercial  activities  in  the  mid-18th  century  but  it  was  his 
grandsons  who,  in  the  early  19th  century,  greatly  extended  their  agricultural 
estates.  The  marriage  of  the  cousins  of  two  of  their  descendants  unified  their 
holdings,  one  of  them  being  the  indomitable  Dona  Antonia  Adelaide  who, 
widowed  at  33,  turned  out  to  have  flair  to  match  her  exceptional  energy. 

The  firm  is  still  family  controlled  and  is  said  to  own  the  most  extensive  cellars  of 
old  wines  in  the  area  as  well  as  widespread  vineyard  holdings,  including  the 
famous  Quinta  Vesuvio,  above  the  Cachao,  planted  by  Dona  Antonia.  The  huge 
house  and  its  vineyard  was  one  described  as  ‘containing  within  its  walls  seven 
hills  and  thirty  valleys’.  It  was  in  a  boat  shooting  the  rapids  of  the  Cachao  that 
Baron  James  Forrester  lost  his  life.  Doha  Antonia  was  swept  safely  to  the 
banks,  buoyed,  it  is  said,  by  her  crinoline.  She  spent  the  rest  of  her  life  in  the 
Douro  and  died  a  multi-millionaire. 

In  addition  to  port,  the  firm  also  makes  red  wine  (see  page  23). 

Their  quality  is  high  and  they  deservedly  hold  the  lion’s  share  (18%)  of  port 
sales  in  Portugal  itself.

SANDEMAN 

In  1790  George  Sandeman,  sixth  child  of  a  gentleman  of  Perth,  decided  that  his 
native  city  offered  little  scope  for  his  talents  both  social  and  commercial  an 
like  many  another  ambitious  Scot,  went  south  to  seek  his  fortune.  London  did 
not  disappoint  him.  In  November  of  the  same  year  George ’  Sa"dl^n 
£300  from  his  father  and  brother  and  rented  a  wine  vault  in  the  City.  It  was  the 

modest  beginning  of  the  House  of  Sandeman. 

In  1809  we  find  him  in  Portugal,  referred  to  as  ‘Mr  Sandeman,  the  then i  head  of 
the  great  Wine  House  in  Oporto,  and  a  frequent  guest  at  the  Duke  o 
Wellington's  table  where  he  discoursed  at  length  ‘upon  fine  and  noted  vintage.  . 

Mr  Sandeman  did  not  remain  in  Portugal,  he  returned  to  his  beloved  London, 
where  he  died  in  1841,  leaving  the  business  to  his  nephew. 

The  Sandeman  family  left  Oporto  during  the  19th  century.  The  firm  became  a 
public  company  andV  is  now  owned  by  Seagram’s  though  David  Sandeman 
remains’”  ChaOrnan  of  Geo.  G,  Sandeman  Sons  &  Co.  Ltd.  and  h,s  brother  ,s 
also  on  the  board  as  well  as  being  the  Chairman  of  Seagram  (UK.)  L

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MADEIRA  —  ‘endearing  and  enduring’ 

A  Royal  wedding  almost  brought  the  Island  of  Madeira  under  British  control, 
for  when,  in  1662  King  Charles  II  married  the  sister  of  King  Alfonso  VII,  the 
dowry  included  the  ports  of  Bombay  and  Tangier,  Madeira  being  held  in  reserve 
in  case  this  was  not  enough.  Unfortunately  for  us,  Charles  was  perfectly  happy 
with  his  new  wife,  Catherine  of  Braganza,  and  Madeira  remained  Portuguese. 
Three  years  later  King  Charles  issued  an  ordinance  banning  the  export  of 
European  (i.e.  non-British)  goods  to  the  ‘English  plantations  overseas’  but 
excluded  Madeira,  thus  granting  the  enterprising  wine  shippers  —  virtually  all 
British  —  a  monopoly  of  trade  in  America  and  the  West  Indies. 

From  the  end  of  the  17th  to  well  into  the  19th  century,  Madeira  was  not  only 
the  most  popular  and  fashionable  wine  in  the  Americas  but  also  an  essential  part 
of  every  respectable  English  cellar.  The  great  patrician  Madeira  houses  of 
Blandy,  Cossart  Gordon,  Rutherford  and  Miles  and  others  —  all  with 
magnificent  old  wines  in  the  present  sale  —  dominated  the  trade  which, 
following  the  double  blows  of  oidium  and  phylloxera  in  the  second  half  of  the 
last  century,  went  through  some  difficult  periods.  Happily,  Madeira  is  starting  to 
enjoy  a  well-deserved  revival.  The  Blandys’  and  Cossarts’  are  still  very  much  in 
evidence  (David  Cossart,  of  the  7th  generation,  heads  the  London  end  of 
Cossart,  Gordon,  and  his  uncle,  Peter  Cossart,  is  managing  director  of 
Henriques  &  Henriques  in  Funchal.  One  of  the  most  prominent,  and  still 
independent,  family  firms  is  Vinhos  Barbeito  whose  lodges  are  on  the  cliff  top 
conveniently  close  to  the  famous  (Blandy  owned)  Reid's  Hotel. 

By  a  rather  happy  coincidence,  ‘fine  old  madeira’  featured  in  James  Christie’s 
very  first  auction  in  December  1766  and  in  most  of  his  subsequent  wine  sales. 

For  the  full  story  of  Madeira,  its  history,  the  very  special  grapes:  Sercial, 
Verdelho,  Bual  or  Boal,  Malmsey  and  the  rare  Terrantez;  of  the  families  and 
firms,  and  of  vintages,  we  recommend  highly  Noel  Cossart’s  book  MADEIRA, 
the  island  vineyard  (Christie’s  Wine  Publications,  1984). 

It  is  doubtful  whether  a  more  magnificent  range  of  the  finest  and  rarest 
Madeiras  has  ever  been  assembled  in  one  sale.  All  are  of  the  highest  quality  and 
unimpeachable  provenance,  some  from  Madeira  family  cellars,  some  from  great 
collectors  and  the  reserve  cellars  of  distinguished  wine  merchants. 

Regretfully  —  or  perhaps  it  is  as  well  for  the  few  that  know  —  the  sheer  beauty 
of  these  old  vintages  and  soleras,  and  their  very  real  scarcity,  is  not  realised  by 
even  some  of  the  most  sophisticated  connoisseurs  of  wine.  Here  is  an  unrivalled 
chance  to  acquire  a  little  bit  of  history  with  a  great  deal  of  unforgettable  flavour.
